Be- 
tween the Plant Benches is a board walk, and under 
these benches are the four lines of hot water pipes. 
The Hot Water Heater is operated by coal and is 
automatically regulated.

Floors: No floors are furnished with 
these outfits, for dirt, brick or cement are 
more practical than a wooden floor. 
Bricks simply laid in sand make an ex- 
cellent floor. 

Glass: is only furnished when ordered.
